AUSTIN, Jan. 27.—(Spl.)—State 


police this week closed their 193!) 
truffle death book after 1,533 fa- 
talities were recorded, a saving of 
27 lives as compared with 1938. 
This reduction foil far short of 
hopes traffic experts held early 
last year when they estimated a 
possible 10 per cent decrease. 


There 
were 
slight 
reductions 


in 1939 in most classes of fatal 
traffic crashes, drivers' license di- 
vision statisticians said, but the 
pedestrian problem remained far 
from solution. This was apparent 
in the 4 per cent increase in pe- 
destrian deaths. The totals were 
371 in 1938 and 
385 last year, 
which means that one out of ev- 
four traffic victims were pedes- 
trians. 


Un open highways and county 
roads the total 1939 toll reached

ious year, while cities and towns 
showed a reduction from 455 in 
1038 to 435 in 1939. 
Numerous multiple-death crashes 
last year smashed hopes for sharp 
reductions, the heaviest loss being 
recorded near 
Texan in Upton 
county last August when eight 
lives were lost in a car-truck col- 
lision. Seven of the victims were 
in the car. 


Collisions involving motor ve- 
hicles with motor vehicles claim- 
ed 600 lives, 57 were killed

grade crossings, one in nn electric 
car, 26 wore riding bicycles when 
killed, 142 died when motor vehi- 
cles collided with fixed objects, 
seven in horse drawn vehicles and 
356 in non-collision crashes.

The 1940 political calendar for 
Texas indicates the voter Is being 
offered a bargain for the amount 
of his poll tax. 


Never In the past, perhaps has 
he had more opportunities to use 
a poll tax receipt than he will have 
this year. 
Full slates of 
state, 
district, 


county and precinct offices will 
be elected. 


Many cities will chose mayors 


and other officials. 
There will be precinct and coun- 
ty conventions leading up to state 
conventions which will select dele- 
gates to the national presidential 
nominating conventions. 


Twenty-one members of the na- 


tional house of representatives and 
one United States senator will be 
elected. 


Also 150 members of the 
state 


house and 16—perhaps 17—mem- 
bers of the state senate. 


Voters will pass on four consti- 


tutional amendments. 


There is talk too—nothing more 
at this writing—that 
the 
state 


democratic 
executive 
committee 


will be asked to have referenda at 
the party's first primary on pro- 
hibition, the sales tax, the unl- 
cameral legislature and 
possibly 


other issues or potential Issues. 


Important dates appear on the 
calendar throughout the year. The 
one to think of right now is Jan, 
31, the last day on which poll taxes 
may be paid.

applied to a position, theory, 
or 


form of government. He recalled" 
that technically George Washing- 
ton was the first president of the

eight men held similar offices in 
the federation of states but could 
not form governments with suf- 
ficient power and 
authority 
to 


maintain themselves. He 
traced 


the history of the calling of the 
constitutional convention and the 
painful birth of that 
document 


whose wisdom has been proven by 
a hundred and fifty years of his- 
tory. 
The constitution was term- 


ed the American title to freedom 
and the Magna Charta of the 
rights of the republic, states, and 
people; it was also called a map ol 
legal government. 
The speaker 


traced definite descriptions provid- 
ed for the powers and rights of 
each of the branches of govern- 
ment, and the guarantees provid- 
ed. 


Discussing one of the provisions 


the judge said: "Executions of men 
and women without the formality 
of jury trial, sound like ancient 
fiction to us, yet they aro modern 
curses—they occur 
in

now in other lands." 


Judge Atwell termed the consti- 


tution the "Rock of Ages of Gov- 
ernment, and Is the oldests form 
on earth today." He pointed out the 
American system provided means 
for overcoming tragic weaknesses 
in many preceding attempts. 
He 


declared longings for peace has 
resulted in much loose thinking 
about associations of nations to 
abolish war and asserted the de 
structlon of national 
lines 
and 


amalgamation of all people 
into 
one 
unrecognizable 
mass 
was 


senseless. 
He declared the indi 


vidual was the key to every en 
terprise, and declared 
the 
chief 


thing in the way of a peaceful as 
sociatlon of nations was the sol 
flshness, inordinate ambition, ant 
egotistical turn of some men, theii 
inability to tell the truth, and their 
determination to override Individ 
ual liberty safeguards. 


He insisted dictators feared ant 


distrusted education and preferred 
ignorance. The speaker said then 
was a freemasonry among tho en 
lightened men and women of thi 
world that was even now solidify 
ing world opinion against the un 
reasonable and 
boorish 
extrava 


gances of dictators, who made o 
government a circus and make a 
sport of liberty to destroy It. 


Stating the United States had

The press can 
report to the people the ideas and 
policies of other peoples and gov- 
ernments, but at tho samo time 
It can curtail reports of prejudices 
and headlines of hato and suspi- 
cion. 


Our American schools offer an- 


other 
opportunity 
to 
promote 


peace. 
Students can bo 
taught 


about other countries through lit- 
erary, 
scientific, social, and in- 
dustrial standpoints instead of ag- 
gressive militarism. Children can 
be trained to develop such 
atti- 


tudes as lovo of liberty, 
abhor- 


rence of oppression, and sympathy 
for unfortunates. 
Peace Is first of all dealt with 


in the home. First and lasting 
impressions of generosity and co- 
operation originate in the home. 
Our American homes can build fu- 
ture generations before any other, 
institutions can grasp them. 


ChurcliCH Can Aid 


And last, but of the greatest Im- 
portance, 
are 
our 
American 


churches; In fact, the solution of 
our p: iblem of peace lies within 
the church more than any other 
institution. Our churches can give 
a larger place In their program to 
preaching and practicing a gospel 
of social justice and 
righteous 


dealing; the Golden Rule is defi- 
nitely for this generation. 


This step in the plan for peace 


shall bo played by the world It- 
self. Peace can bo and will bo 
fulfilled by the obedience of God's 
word.

federate army at Tehuacana, in 
Limestone county and 
trans- 


ferred from there to Mississippi. 
Benjamin F. Sterling, father of 
former Governor Ross Sterling of 
Texas was his commander dur- 
ing the battle of Vlcksburg. 


It 
required from May 17 to 


July 4th, 1863, for this legion to 
be captured by Gen. Grant's army 


They were stationed at Vicks- 


burg 48 days. After being paroled 
here on July 10th, Mr. Edmund- 
son walked from there to his 
home at Chatfield which is a dis- 
tance of more than four hundred 
miles. Those Southern soldiers, he 
nays, 
suffered 
many 
hardships 


before being paroled, being half 
starved by the enemy. He does 
not remember just how long It 
took him to make the trip home. 
He received his discharge at Gal- 
vcston in April 1885. 


For several years after the war 


Mr, Edmundson devoted his time 
to 
the 
activities of the Texas 


cowboy and assisted in moving 
large herds of cattle several hun- 
dred 
miles. 


In 1869 he was married to Miss

WEATHER STATISTICS IN 


PAST ARE REVEALED 


Sub-freezing temperatures have 
been registered for the past 14 
successive nights for at least a 
modern day record cold spell here. 
The nearest approach to this rec- 
ord since Mrs. W. A. Hammett 
became official weather observer 
here In 1918, was In December, 
1924, when the temperature drop- 
ped below freezing for ten succes- 
sive nights. 
Tho minimum tem- 
peratures during that spell rang- 
ed from 13 to 26 and were on the 
average much higher than 
the 
present spell in which they ranged 
from 6 to 28 with the last 10 
nights registering 20 or below. 
There was a long cold spell In 
December. 1929, and January, 1930, 
but neither reached the propor- 
tions of the present one. How- 
ever, the lowest reading in Janu- 
ary, 1930, was 1.25 degrees below 
zero, compared with 8 above, the 
lowest In this spell. 
Official government records for 
the length of the blizzard in 1899 
were not available. The 10 below 
on February 12 of that year is 
lowest since the bureau was es- 
tablished here. 
Bureau Established In 1896. 
The government bureau was es- 
tablished here about 1896 and was 
operated by Ed Gibson, who was 
agent of the Southern 
Pacific 
Railroad Lines, and at his death 
about 1905, David H. Wlnn, father 
of Mrs. W. A. Hammett. was ap- 
pointed. He served until his death 
in 1916. Mrs Hammett was then 
appointed nnd has served contin- 
uously since. 
The government weather bureau 
at Washington required all rec- 
ords kept by Mr. Gibson and Mr. 
Winnbcaentto Washington hence 
the official records from about 
1896 through 1916 are not avail- 
able here. 
However, Mrs. Ham- 
mett kept some data taken from 
the records for her own Informa- 
tion. 
Among this data is the record 


of a snow in January, 1903, that 
almost equalled tho one In 1929, 
and It stayed on the ground two 
weeks, due to the depth and tho 
continued cold. However, the tem- 
perature did not drop as low as it 
did this year, or continue quite so 
long. 
The snow in 1903 started 
with tho blizzard and this year 
the cold spell had been In full 
blast over four days when the 
mow started falling. 
Snow Still on Ground. 
The snow which started falling 
early Monday morning is still on 
the ground, very little 
having 
molted during the week. 
Water pipes were frozen In all 
sections of the city when tho bllz 
bard struck Thursday morning ol 
'last week and plumbers have beer 
busy making temporary repair, 
since that time. The real work 
will start when the thawing out 
process Is fully developed. 
A minimum of accidents due to 
the excessive cold and snow were 
reported. The streets were cover 
ed with snow and ice several day 
and automobile traffic was hole 
to a minimum. The city lake and 
all of the smaller bodies of wate 
In this section were frozen ove 
for several days. 
Temperatures 
started 
rising 
rather rapidly Saturday morning 
The-low reading for the 24 hou 
period ending at 7 o'clock Satur 
day morning was 20, several de 
grees above tho average minlmuir 
for the past week. At 8 o'clock 
the thermometer at tho Dally Sun 
office registered 28 and 
by 1" 
o'clock it had reached 34, acliml 
of 8 degrees. 
The weather bureau report fo 
this section indicates the grip o 
the spell is about broken an 
that slightly warmer weather i 
In prospect for tonight and Sun 
day. 
Temperatures of 18 to 2 
for this section are predicted a 
compared with the 6 to 18 degrees 
that have prevailed during the 
ten days.

amount of tax cluj. In other re- 
turns It ir readily discernible that 
tho taxpayer has failed to take 
advanlr-M of the personal exemp- 
tion, credit allowed for dependents 


or deduct lor- from gross Income 
to —••'•». he U entitled. 


To avoid these and other er- 
rors, the Bureau of Internal ReX* 
er.ue urges careful readlnr> of th<* 
Instructions accompanying ' h e 1 
forma for fi: .£ the • -'urns. Addi- 
tional Information, If needed, may 
be obtained at tho office of a col- 
lector of Internal revenue, deputy 
collector, or an Intern"! revenue 
agent In charge. A taxpayer who

the young women move, and In 
June she gave her written notice, 
but thp woman who had testified 
against Dr. Johnson replied that 
she needed "opportunity to work 
and make more money." 


About eight o'clock on the night 


of July 26, Mrs. Hewitt said that, 
accompanied by a witness, she 
"confronted" the young woman at 
her apartment. 


Compromising Situation. 
"Is It a fact you caught her In 
a compromising situation?" asked 
Attorney Johnson. 


"Yes." replied Mrs. Hewitt. 
"What do you mean?" inquired 
Johnson. 


"She came to the door wearing 


only a brassiere and shorts." 


"Was there a man in the apart- 
ment?" 
"Yes." 
"Where was he ?" 
"He was in bed and was nude." 
Mrs. Hewitt said the man was 
a deputy constable. 


She asked the young woman to 


"get out just as fast 
ns 
shs 


could," she testified 
further. 


Officers frequently came to tho 


apartment, she added. 


"Do you know if one was a 
Texas ranger?" asked Attorney 
Johnson. 


"Yes, she introduced me to one 
as a ranger." Mrs. Hewitt said. 


Reputation Was Bud. 
Johnson asked if she knew the 


general reputation of the young

He told 
me he knew of a position In Aus- 
tin paying $112 a month and he 
believed I was capable of holding 
that position.

mendation of the superintendent." 


Mrs. Whlto said that In cases of 


emergency she entered Dr. John- 
son's office even though someone 
else was Inside. She added she 
never knocked. 


"Have you ever heard of any 


female employe suffering embar- 
rassment in his office," asked At- 
torney Johnson. 


"No," the witness replied. 
Williams, In the cross examin- 


ation asked:

at the 1937 and 1938 Christmas 
parties."

Road Equipment 
Displayed Chicago 
Highway Sessions 


CHICAGO, Jan. 29.—(/P)—Spread 
over nearly eight acres of floor 
space at the International Amphi- 
theater today was road building 
equipment—machines advertised as 
capable of moving almost every- 
thing movable—valued by exhibit- 
ors at $5,000,000. 
The 300 exhibits were displayed 


for the opening of the 37th annual 
convention and road show of the 
American Road Builders associa- 
tion. 


One of the most conspicuous ex- 
hibits was a mechanical machine 
75 feet lone and 15 feet high and 
labeled "the 
world's largest ex- 
cavator.' The machine—described 
as a carryall scraper—weighs 40 
tons and gouges up 55 tons of 
earth at a single scoop. It is pulled 
by a 160 horse power Diesel engine 
and pushed by a 95 horse power 
Diesel tractor, each operated by 
one man. Its four pneumatic tires 
are nine feet high and 2Vi feet in 
diameter.
